And perhaps the most dangerous judge to 
the rights of the people is the federal judge. 
Federal judges are appointed by the pretident 
cf the United States upon the recommenda¬ 
tion of our prominent business men, tbn*. it, 
open the recommendation of our railroad pres- 
identa and millionaire manufacturers. 

The federal judge almost invariably is a cor¬ 
poration lawyer. He is appointed for life— 
and his very environment makes him part and 
parcel of the American plutocracy. 

The federal judge looks down upon the state 
judiciary very much in the same way as the 
regular army looks down upon the militia. 

Every federal judge nowadays is an enemy 
of our democratic institutions and an adver¬ 
sary of the common people. Every federal 
judge becomes a regular fiend when he has to 
decide questions regarding the rights of the 
laboring clats. 

The federal judiciary of the United States 
I*- the last resort of the corporations, rail¬ 
roads and all* kinds cf plutocratic evil.doers 
in their straits. There they can get help and 
comfort when the legiilators. whom they usu¬ 
ally own. become frightened at the anger of 
the people. 

There they can get “injunctions” galore, or 
judge-made law to suit every occasion. 


After the war the growing capitalist class, 
which for a while had been very well satis¬ 
fied with the constitution, found out that, just 
because the constitution was antiquated and 
unsatisfactory, the capitalists could make the 
of it for their own ends as did the 


same use 
slave barons for theirs. 

So the constitution became a blessed and 
holy document once more. It was again, in 
the seventies and eighties, the fetich of every 
lawyer and every school teacher. 

Only it waa then the northern fetich. The 
fervor of the south had been rather chilled by 
the “nigger amendments” as the result of the 
war. 


The separation into two houses was accept¬ 
ed upon the precedent, of the British parlia¬ 
ment. and cn no real grounds whatever. 

Of the original states, at the time of the 
adoption of the constitution, two had but one 
legislative chamber each, and the confedera- 
ticn of 1775 had no more. When the proposi¬ 
tion was made to divide the congress into two 
branches, three states, the great state of New 
York among them, recorded their votes 
against it, and the delegation of another, 
Maryland, was equally divided on the subject. 

Tliere seems, however, to have been very 
little disctisaion of the matter, which was 
quite over^adowed by the incomparable urg¬ 
ency of the only question—the relative power 
cf the states and the general government— 
which really waa discussed in the convention. 

The debates were in secret, and we have but- 
brief notes of them. 


However, the south has found a way to get 
around these amendments. And the unthink¬ 
ing of the north and the south unite in doing 
reverence to a poor makeshift which tried to 
combine the constitutional ideas of Montes- 
ouieu with the archaic conception of nn exe¬ 
cutive with despotic powers, as borrowed by 
Hamilton from the English constitution. 

But the intelligent m.en of all classes during 
the last twenty years have become convinced 
that our constitution must be changed. Not 
only the proletariat and the middle r’ass de¬ 
mand this, but even the plutocrats adm.it it. 

Only men who. Rip Van Winkle-like, have 
slumbered in a sleepy hollow of conservetism, 
seem to know nothing about this necessity.

charged, then there wa« no 'legal way 
of getting hhn to California. except 
by his consent. 

' Not in California 

Tt is not claimed that McNamara 
was in California at the time of the 
commission i>f this crime or for a 
long time previous. The governor 
of California made a requisition on 
the governor of Indiana for McNa¬ 
mara without knowing the facts, or 
con«.idertng that there was anything 
unusual in the case, the governor 
issued this rcquiMtion. 

Under the statute it was then the 
duty of the officer having in charge 
of McNamara to take him before a 
superior or criminal court or 
a judge thereof to inquire two things- 
Ask Two Things 

First, whether he wa« the man 
mentioned in the requisition, and 
.secondly, whether he was in Cali¬ 
fornia and not in Indiana at the time 
"f the commission of the crime. Mc¬ 
Namara was taken before a police 
judge who had no authority to hear 
the case. 

ITe asked for counsel, and wa.<( tc' 
fused. The judge a«ked him vimply 
whether he was McNamara. Without 
any opportunity for defense he wn^ 
taken to an automribilc and rti«hcd 
out of the state. He never had a 
chance to invoke the aid of the l.iw, 
or to consult counsel. He was clearly 
kidnaped. 

Law Notoriously Violated 

The case is exactly parallel with the 
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone 
cases, where thc.^c tlirte men were 
arrested at night upon rennisition of 
the governor of Idaho, held secretly, 
denied counsel or access to court, 
and then taken on a special tr; ‘n to 
Idaho. 

In both cases the law was nomri- 
ously and plainly vittlated and the 
eon^ilutir»nal and legal rights of the 
citizens were denied.
